Maybe this is all false. optimism. Maybe 
we shouldn’t start any long novels or con- 
tinued stories in the magazines. Bui if we 
look expectantly enough toward the end of 
time here and-on earth, a lot of things are 
going to be left undone that should-be-done. 

It seems pretty certain that mgst of the 
folk hereabout aren’t convinced. that the 
bomb's fuse is lit and spluttering 
aren’t going in for shelters. They aren't 
taking ‘eivil defence very seriously unless 
they’re_employed at it. |They've sized the 
whole thing up, asked if “You call this liv- 
ing?” and have given a negative answer.

Flat Swing 
Most short amd heavy-set 
men in golf tend to take a flat 
swing—one that is too shal- 
low or on a horizontal plane. 
To correct this tendency, 
these golfers must learn to 
take a more upright swing. 
This can best be practised by 
Placing a club parallel to the 
desired line of flight and bring- 
ing the clubhead straight back 
from the vall along this line. 
To avoid a too-flat swing, a 
more restricted pivot should 
be used.
